cleaniness, demonstrations on the 
proper care of the sick or injur- 
ed, and other phases of work. 


Co-operating 
with the United 


Charities, the nurse also assists 
in investigating 
families 
upon 


whom reports are desired. Then 
there are the office calls, where 
treatment 
is 
given, 
or 
advice 


sought and given, and various oth- 
er 
types of individual conferenc- 


es. Visits to the homes where 
there are young babies are made 
and the mothers given the benefit 
of the nurse's training, and in- 
structed in the 
proper care of 


the child, proper picparatlon of 
its food and other items. 
The 


nurse also co-operates in pre-na- 
tal cases, assisting the expectant 
mother in her preparation, in the 
selection of a layette, seeing that 
they are examined by a physician 
if necessary. 


Then 


School Visitations. 
there are visits to 
the 


schools. Each year at regular in- 
tervals there are general inspec- 
tions of the 
children, and 
any 


defects or deficicnces noted are 
reported to the parents, and they 
are urged to consult their family 
physicians for remedial efforts. Or 
there will be some prospect of an 
epidemic starting in the schools, 
and the nurse is called to assist 
in 
taking 
proper precautionary 


measures. Several waves of throat 
epidemics, influenza, and more ser- 
ous diseases have been Investi- 


gated and proper steps taken by 
the nurse. A child who is lack- 
ing in cleanliness also draws the 
nurse's attention and calls for a 
visit to the child's home. 


Until this year, the nurse has 


assisted doctors 
of the 
city in 


examining the children who are 
to enter school for the first time 
in the coming fall, determining 
any 
ppsible physical 
handicaps, 


such as nose, eye, ear or throat, 
troubles that could be remedied, 
and these are reported to the par- 
ents. 


Another phase 
of the nurse's 


work 
is to assist 
the 
parent- 


teacher associations of the var- 
ious school in the determining of 
the proper children to receive aid 
from the free-food fund, and con- 
ferences 
wth 
the parents 
upon 


the proper diet for the children 


The 
nurse assists in 
getting 


patients in the various state hos- 
pitals, and promptly reports all 
possible epidemics of contagious 
and communicable diseases to the 
city or county health officers 
. 
assist them in carrying out pre- 
ventive 
and 
curative measures. 


An 
epidemic 
of 
small-pox was 


cui'.cd recently after seven vic- 
tims had been found in the south- 
ern portion of the city. 


For the most part, those with 


whom the nurse comes in contact 
in her work co-operate 
to the 


best of their abilities, she report- 
ed, but many of them are finan- 
cially unable to secure the prop- 
er medicines, medical 
attention, 


and observe the proper sanitary 
precautions.

The 
nurse 
also 
arranged 
for 


many children to receive surgical 
attention where the parents were 
unaWe to afford 
the 
operation, 


and then followed 
the case up 


and saw to it that the child made 
a proper recovery under the best 
possible conditions. 


The following reports indicate in 
a measure the scope of the ac- 
tivities of the nurse;

A negro had attacked a white 


girl and later had: slain her. Capt. 
R. E. White, then sheriff, called 
on the national guards for help, 
and officers repulsed the mob. A 
special grand jury was convened 
and the negro was legally -hanged 
within three days after the act 
occurred. 
Many hangings 
have occurred 


at the old jail back of the court- 
house, 
which 
probably 
will be 


torn down to make room for a 
new 5500,000 state highway build- 
ing. 
Not so many years ago, the 


sheriff of 'each county hanged the 
prisoners after the death penalty 
had been assessed.

-Commonly, we consider only the 
apostles and the company of de- 
vout women as the personal wit- 
nesses of the Resurrection. Their 
testimony occupies 
most of the 
space given by the Gospels to the 
eleven appearances of Jesus after 
We had risen from the dead. And 
their evidence has convinced the 
ages. 


Nevertheless, the record is clear 
that more than five hundred per- 
sons—that number indeed, <>n one 
occasion—were in . direct relation- 
ship with the risen Christ in the 
flesh. 
At first incredulous, these 


men and women were convinced by 
His apperance, His mannerisms, 
His tones and 
His 
words. As 


surely as they knew anything in 
the 
physical 
world, 
they 
knew 
that they had seen and heard the 
Lord. Their identification was as 
complete as their recognition of 
their own kinfolk. 


Consequently 
beyond 
measure 


flowed from the fact of the ex- 
'istence of this great company of 
witnesses. 
Events 
in Jerusalem 


and Galilee soon scattered them. 
They went in every direction, tell- 
ing this unending wonder of the 
Resurrection.

For many long years after the 


Ressurection, these witnesses, some 
of whom had been -young when 
they saw Jesus in the flesh, gave, 
over and over again, their testi- 
mony to the personal appearance 
of the living Christ after the cru- 
cifixion. 
Doubtless, some of them 


had even seen His body on the 
Cross. 
And over a wide areu of 


territory and of time, they con- 
tinued to fulfill 
the Lords com- 


mand to be witnesses unto Him. 


Two Wayfarers And a Guest. 
In all consideration of this phe- 


nomenon of the Savior rises from 
the grave we must bear in mind 
that thp wonder was unexpected. 
When 
Friday night 
shut 
down 


upon a seal and 
guarded 
rock 


tomb, containing the broken body 
of tht? Crucified, the company of 
disciples were in despair. All was 
over. 
Their dreams and 
hopes 


had 
crashed. 
Nothing remained 


but grief's tender attentions to the 
dead, and a return to the routine 
of the life that they Wad known 
before they met Jesus. A" of the 
five appearances of tne Lord In 
tha.t Resurrection Day took 
the 


witnesses by surprise. 
They at 


first could not believe their own 
eyes and ears. 


Two of the friends of Jesus, not 


ed, and they recognized the Lord; 
who, 
His work done, straightway 


left them. 


In reproach of their own slow- 


wittedness, they said to each oth- 
er, "Was not our heart burning 
within us, while He spake to us in 
the way, while He opened to us 
the Scriptures?" Heedless of the 
miles which had seemed so long 
as they had tramped them with 
leaden feet, they hastened back to 
Jerusalem, and 
told , the eleven 


apostles, and the disciples gather- 
ed with them, that they had seen 
the risen Lord, 


The Authors Visit to Emmaus. 
On a raw winter day my wife 


and I sot out from Jerusalem to 
see Emmaus, in pursuit of our 
purpose to visit all the sites of 
the Bible Story, 
One may go to 


the modern Emmaus afoot or on 
donkey back; we used both meth- 
ods, 
for the path is stony 
and 


windswept, as it crosses the high- 
er hills to the west of the city. 
The village was not easy to find, 
for we had no guide. 


So it was dark when we reach- 


ed the monastery 
which marks 


the traditional site of the house 
of Cleopas. 
Formerly, the monks 


used to urge travellers to enter 
and eat and abide, without price; 
but their hospitality was abused. 
Of course, Mrs. Ellis and I, as 
Americans were welcomed to table 
and chamber. But all monasteries, 
as I have known them, are cold 
and cheerless, despite the warm 
welcome of the 
monks. House- 


keeping is not a man's art. I 
would doubtless have got more of 
the spirit of that immortal Em- 
maus hospitality in the humble 
home of a peasant. 


A Life-Changing; Event. 


As has so often been the case, 


the journey was more rewarding 
than its goal. Here in the modern 
Emmaus was only the institution- 
alized reminder that great organi- 
zations, and 
the world's 
widest 


fellowship, have been built upon 
the truth revealed to the two dis- 
ciples that Sunday afternoon. De- 
voted hearts rear beautiful build- 
ings upon the sites of the experi- 
ences of Jesus; for wherever His 
feet have trodden is holy ground. 


On the way walked by the sor- 


rowing two men, nearly two mil- 
leniums ago, amidst scenes crowd- 
ed with memories of Jewish his- 
tory, the modern traveller muses 
upon the truth of the Risen Christ 
which has changed countless mil- 
lions of lives; which has altered 
the hole course of history 
and 


which has brought new standards 
of 
life to the entire world. No 


scientific discovery or mechanical 
inventions, no philosophy and no 
system of social science, has af- 
fected mankind so powerfully so 
so helpfully as the truth that the 
Son of oGd, who once was cru- 
cified for man's redemption, arose
